Since the beginning of the present 
school year in Septem ber, as a result

ty w as far down in the ranks of the 
state sup erin ten d en t’s office.

But the cold weather delayed the 
sh ip m en ts of coal and 
lu fat t pre­ 
v ented any shipm ents from som e sec­ 
tions of the country, Hu* Impossibil­ 
ity to get cars, m aking It necessary 
for som e coal com panies to refuse 
to accept any m ore orders. All Car- 
terv ille sales were stopped by 
th e 
w holesalers, as sufficient car« could 
not be secured. 
Tho reason for this shortage 
of 
cars is ev ident, when It 1« known that 
t ho greater part of the railroad com ­ 
panies’ frieglit cars were tied 
up in 
the snow and Ice 
in the west 
and 
northwest, It is estim ated that it will 
he three weeks .before the shipping
